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Oddities. 


ERA. 


While a complete and perfect set of 
postage or revenue stamps of a country 
are pleasing to the eye and highly grat- 
ifying to the owner, yet a single page of 
oddities, mistakes, proofs in colors other 
than that adopted will attract more atten- 


tion not only from philatelists but also, 


oftimes from those who have no know- 
ledge of things philatclical. 

For instance, nothing in my collection 
elicits half admiration that a set of 
some right odd proofs in different colors, 
tints and shades of the twenty cent Chil- 
ian stamps, It is the same with my 
“color” proofs, the New York and 1874 
stamps, and yet many collectors would 
prefer a complete set of current issue 
Germans. 

Oddities in perforation are getting to 
command prices which would have as- 
tonished the olden time collectors who 
“pared” his stamps to make them fit a 
Sallier's album. The best illustration 
may be found, perhaps, in the part or 
double perforated first issue revenues of 
the United States, Double perforated 
postage stamps also show their worth, a 
three cent red of the present issue being 
readily procured at face value, but a 
double perforated being worth at least 
eight times its face. Slanting and 
“erooked ” perforation being whatever 
the oddity collector will give and are 
good property to have. 

Accidents in printing causing blotched 
or defective results are scarce and should 
command a good price, but are unfor- 
tunately few and far between, and as a 


result, little known or sought after. 
Half or bi-sected United States stamps 
on original covers are not often met 
with and are usually consigned to ob- 
scurity with the remark, “some collector 
fixed it” or made to order. But if it 
actually passed through the post that 
does not affect its value, for it has a 
value, but at the same time I would 
advise collectors to be careful where 
they get them. 

To the United Stares oddity collector 
the largest field is among the envelopes 
and at least efgft classified kind of 
oddities exist. 

First,—Albinoes, the stamp being de- 
void of color. 

Second.—Partial albinoes, part of the 
stamp being in colorand part not. Both 
are more frequently met with than gen- 
erally supposed. 

Third. —Two envelopes folded to- 
gether, showing how albinoes are made, 
the outer one receiving the colored 
impression, the inner one being in albino. 
Exceedingly rare. 

Fourth —Albino on front but the 
back being colored. Rarer than any of 
the foregoing. 

Fifth —Restrikes, showing two im- 
pressions caused by being run twice 
through the press. 

Sixth.—T wo stamps impressed in cor- 
rect colors on obverse and linked together 
Sterling’s sixth variety of 
Said to be exceed-

correct color but in wrong position on 
envelope. 

Eighth.—Flaws in plates, causing mis- 
takes in printing, such as the so-called 
rejected die, 

Many other little oddities in envelopes 
are caused by the gum, watermarks and 


knives, 

The collection of pairs and blocks, 
while not strictly oddities, is gaining 
ground with “specialists,” and the col- 
lection of essays while out of the “beaten 
path ” is most attractive, 


Rova Scotia Providionals. 


Back in 1884, there was quite a sur on 
the continent and in the United States 
anent the provisionals said to have been 
issued in 1861, by surcharging as well as 
by cutting stamps of a higher denomin- 
ation to make up the new values to 
correspond with the new rates. 

At that time Mr. Hechler made the 
Statement in the Philatelic Courter, that 
no surcharged stamps had ever been in 
use in Nova Scotia. 

In the December issue of the Hadi/ax 
Phtiatelist Mr, D. H. King gives much 
valuable information about them, illus- 
trated with a photo-lithographed arto- 


Victoria Revenues. 


At various periods since January 1, 
1884, there have appeared in various 
periodicals reports of ditferent fiscals of 
Victoria being used postaliy. 

The manner that they have been pre- 
sented leads the collector to class them 
as provisionals or errors, 

The law in the colony of Victoria that 
went into effect on the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1884, made all fiscals postage 
stamps and ali postage stamps fiscals, 
and this should be easy to understand. 

And the collector of Australian postal 
Stamps should have not the slightest 
hesitation in admitting to his collection 
not only such fiscals as did actually pre- 
pay postage, but a// revenues in use at

These stamps are as legitimate as any 
postal stamp created by law, and are as 
collectable as any unused postal issue; 
they are not only fiscal stamps but they 
are postage stamps.

The danger of washed postage stamps 
being used, and in this manner depriving 
the government of legitimate revenue, 
has led many inventors to make efforts 
to remedy the evil. 

The various methods devised to over- 
come this, would certainly be interesting 
io philatelists, 

This article will be but one of a series 
of curious suggestions that have from 
time to time been offered to the govern- 
ment. 

Prof, H. Van der Weyde, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., would have the postage stamps 
printed in inks manufactured from pig- 
ments that would resist both moisture 
and dryness, as well as coldness and 
light, 


Modern chemistry has brought to our 
knowledge the existence of many colored 
solids that will evaporate at a heat of 
300°, Thus, if the stamps were printed 
in such inks, all that would be necessary 
would be to pass the letters into an oven 
or steam chest heated to 300° or 350° 
Fahrenheit, and left there for but a few 
minutes for the entire printing on the 
face of the stamp to votilize 

In order not to destroy all knowledge 
of the face value of the stamp, the de- 
nomination cauld be printed in the 
ordinary ink, 

The change in temperature would not 
affect the writing, as the writing inks 
and fluids are either aniline or of vege- 
table origin, 
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There are many substances that could 
be used ; 
Bi-iodide of potassitum—scarlet, 
Realgar—dark red, 
Orpiment—yellow, 
and so on; there are a number of com- 
pounds also that will votilize. 
The only drawback to such stamps 


would be fire in post offices. The stamps 
might be in safes and yet the tempera- 
ture be great enough to cancel them, 
aside from this, there would be increased 
speed in the cancellation of letters in 
large post offices.

That portion of the United States 
lying north of Texas, and on most maps 
delineated as a portion of Indian Terri- 
tory, is, however, outside of any State or 
Territory. 

The inhabitants, however, are desirous 
of being made a territory, and propose 
the name of Cimarron, from the prin- 
cipal river. 

This strip, while without government, 
has formed a provisional legislature, 
The United Srates Post Office Depart 
ment have been more generous than the 
general government, has established 
three post offices in the territory, cailing 
it the “public land strip.” 

In order to distribute the mail to the 
smaller settlements the private mail was 
organized ; and this service is free to the 
settlers, being supported by subscrip- 
tions and a percentage of the Post Mas- 
ters commissions for cancellation of 


stamps. 

The service is carried on in United 
States mail-bags loaned by the Post 
Masters, and is carried by the carriers 
over the routes of the Southera Stage 
and Express Co., or by pony express 
when off the route, 

Beaver City, the principal town, is the 
starting place for the service, which runs 
west from there and east to Englewood 
once a week, and from Beaver three 
times a week ta Meade Centre, Kansas: 

The carriers are bonded to the United 
States but receive no remuneration from 
the goverament. The Post Masters 
give two-third commission on all matter 
delivered.

Scott Co. present us with a new discov- 
ery this month, Baltimore, 1856. Wood 
& Co.’s City Despatch; this stamp is 
type set in three lines enclosed in type 
set border; “Wood & Co., City Despatch, 
Baltimore.” Printed in black on yellow 


paper. 


Private local—Mr, Scott, in his re 
vised list now being published in the 
Auerican Journal of Phitatelia, presents 
anew type of Honour’s City Post. He 
gives the date as 1849. It is an oval 
band inscribed above ‘‘Honour's City 
Post,” below, “Paid 2 Cents.” There 
is an oval space in centre, probably the 
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initials of the proprietor, “J, D. H.,"' was 
signed here. 

General issue.—The 4 cent has at last 
appeared, as also has the new special de- 
livery. They are on sale at but few 
offices till the present stock is exhausted. 

Afghanistan.—The 1-3 rupee issued a 
short time since is of the same design 
as the same value of 1883, but is from a 
new die, 28 instead of 26 mm., and is 
printed in lake on white verge batonne 
paper. 

British Bechuanaland —The stamps 
are now being surcharged with a large 
numeral of value. The ad.. 6d. and 1s. 
have so appeared. 

Canada—Der Phi. is responsible for 
this, In 1886, the 5 cent, beaver, was cut 
in two and used as a 2 1 2 cent stamp, 

French Colonies.—The 4c. brown on 
blue has been surcharged * Martinique 
—orce,,” and the same stamp also bears 
the over print “ Martinique—oge.” 

Mexico.—The 2c. carmine comes now 
perforated 6 4-2. Der Phi. 

Nederland.—Mr. W, A. Warner has

It may be a matter of curiosity to 
some philatelists why North Australia 
has never issued any postage stamps, 
and it may be also matter of surprise if 
any have received any letters from Pal- 
merston to have seen the South Austral- 
ian stamps on them. 

In this they have been misled by the 
boundaries on the current maps and by 
the school geographies. 

South Australia was, like many other 
colonies, first started by private enter- 
prise in the form of the South Australia 
Company. This Company started the 
present colony in 1836 and by 1640 4 
local government was established. In 
1862 all the territory between Queens- 
Jand and Western Australia, and north 
of South Australia, including what is 
shown on the maps as Alexandra Land, 
and North Australia was annexed, This 
is now known as the northern territory 
of South Australia,

named Van Buskirk, N. J., and there 
was no such place in the Post Office 
Guide as the ” Hook.” 

This gave rise ta so many blunders, 
and so many letters went dead, that the 
department changed the name to the 
one in common use. 

There is in the editor's collection a 
letter that was mailed in Bergen Point, 
addressed to a party on Constable's 
Hook. This letter was by the transit 
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clerk in the New York Post Office sent 
to what he thought was Constantinople, 
Turkey, and as a sequence the letter 
started to the Orient and made the return 
trip without accident. It then went 
from New York tothe “Hook,” ail for 
two cents and a three months tour in 
Europe.

Every one else seems to have had 
their say on this subject, now we'll take 
our innings. There seems to be too 
much discussion as to what are and what 
are not reprints. If philatelists would 
study their nomenclature a little and 
strive to use such terms as will make 
their meaning perfectly clear, there 
would “be fewer rows in camp.” 

The whole question now seems to 
hinge on which countries did receive 
their reprinted stamps for postage at 
face value. 

Now if reprinted stamps were received 
at the post office in any land they are 
nof reprints, they are re-dssues, and if this 
term were used there would be no con- 
flicting of meanings. 

Again, it is well for the press and 
societies to be well posted as to which 
countries issued reprints for trade and 
which issued stamps alter they had been 


obsolete and received them as valid 
stamps, but it is neither right or just for 
any association or society, either the 
A. P. A. or the National, to say what ils 
members shall or shall not collect. But 
this they substantially do when they 
authorize their officers to remave or mar 
such reprinted stamps. Do they know 
for a certainty that there is no collector 
of just such varieties on the circuits? 

The chief beauty of philately is, that 
ne matter how small a collection, still 
there is always some novelty in it, but if 
we are to collect by a set rule, when our 
collections arrive at acertain period, they 
will be identical with all our friends’. 

It is not that we favor the reprint or 
that we would antagonize any honest 
effort to force “trade stamps" outof the 
market, but the principles on which the 
fight is now based is wrong and it can- 
not succeed. 


The Gutfoor, 


A glance over the daily papers at pre- 
sent is especially interesting to Philate- 
lists, in Hayti it is probable that if the 
warring factions do not proclaim peace 


and stop meddling with Uncle Sam, Ad- 
miral Luce will, before this item reaches 
the readers of the AMERICAN Sramp, 
have surcharged all the stamps in Hayti 
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“U.S. Territory” or with an Eagle. 
Should however the Haytians arrange 
matters with Admiral Luce, San Domin- 
go may take a hand in the row and the 
Philatelist views the prospective pro- 
visionals with alarm, Another Chile- 
Peru affair would keep collectors busy 
for another decade in classifying and 
arranging them. 

In Africa too the aspect of surcharges 
is appaling, which is British-Protector- 
ate, or German-Protectorate or British 
or German Trans-Protectorate is hard 
to tell, so for the instruction as to the 
new geography of East Africa “ Der 
Philatelist publishes a very good map of 


South Africa in general A-la- N. Y Aer- 
aid, England has got into a little affair 
that may affect the Mozambique stamps 
or cause the annexing of ‘British " 
Zanzibar, 

The Pope also would like to issue a 
set of stamps for “the States of the 
Church.” But as the Church governs 
no States he would like William II. to 
assist him in founding a new empire, 

Some Americans with the old British 
spirit of extension of the Empire would 
like to see Canada get out one new two- 
cent green, with Washington's profile 
replacing the Queen's.
